REPORT OF UN -IDENTIFIED AERIAL OBJECT 



Attached for information is a report concerning 
an unusual aerial object sighted by Mr M.P. Bradly when 
travelling on the main highway between Bass (Victoria) and 
Anderson on the 15th October 1965.

On 15th October 1965, at 9.10 p.m. , between the 68 and 
69 mile posts on the main highway between Bass and Anderson, 
my wife and I saw an object which appeared on our left hand 
or east side, or more accurately, dS we were travelling due 
south the object appeared to the south east. 

We were travelling at approximately 50 m.p.h. when I 
first sighted the object and my wife at that time was asleep. 

At first I thought the object was a rocket but I soon realized 
that it left no trail, and was far too large as it appeared 
to be between one and two miles distant and had a length some- 
what greater than the apparent diameter of the moon, so that 
it must have been approximately 100 ft. long. It was 
travelling almost horizontally but losing altitude slowly as 
it disappeared below some low hills about s^ven seconds after 
I first sighted it. These hills appear to be about 400 ft. 
high and about two miles from the highway, as we checked the 
following afternoon. I have not yet checked a detailed map 
of the district . 

If the object was 100 ft. long, then its diameter 
appeared to be about 15 ft., that is, it was cigar shaped but 
seemed as if it may have had one or more dark bands around it. 

It was of a brilliant pale green or phosphorescent green 
colour and apparently self-luminous. 

When I realized I could not identify the object, I said, 
n I wonder what that is?" My wife awoke and immediately 
spotted the object and said, "What is that, is it a helicopter?" 
She said she thought she saw some structural work on or around 
the object but as she was able to examine it for only about 
two seconds before it disappeared she can't be sure. Soon 
after that she saw the 69 mile post and at that time we 
realized there seemed to be no normal explanation for the 
object .

UNIDENTIFIED FLYING OBJECT SIGHTING 



I returned from patrol on the 14th of July, 

1965. On the 29th of July, 1965 Bwaruada Mission reported 
to me that they had seen what appeared to be a flying 
object showing a bright light on the 12th of July and that 
one of their teachers had seen a similar object on the 13th 
of July. 



The following is a summary of particulars from 
these two sightings. 

12TH OF JULY SIGHTING 

Inf ormant - Mr. T. Fisi'ihei, Missionary in Charge, Bwaruada. 
f ime - 1910 

Direction from Bwaruada - westerly - in vicinity of Keroregea 
Bay between Mwadega and Sewataitai villages. 

Appearance - An extremely bright light changing from red to 
blue and moving from side to side (a mile each way) at approx- 
imately 10 MPH 

Height - Approximately 5,000 ft. 

Duration of Sighting - Approximately 10 minutes 
Description of Disappearance - Appeared to grow dim and then 
disappeared in N.W. direction. 

Noise - Nil 
Other Information . 

I'irst sighted by children who reported that it 
fell like a heavy weight for approximately 1,000ft 
before missionary informed. 

13TH OF JULY SIGHTING 

Informant - Penedi/Sisina, a female teacher at Bwaruada Mission. 
Direction from Bwaruada - Easterly - over sea. 

Appearance - Very bright light "like a primus" spinning in a 
large circle at a fairly high and constant speed. 

Height - "Lower than nearby mountain". My estimation - 1500ft. 
Speed - "A lot faster than a bird". 

Duration of Sighting - Approximately 5 minutes. 

Description of Disappearance - Disappeared in easterly direction 
at considerable speed. 

Noise - Nil. 

Other Information . 

'The teacher watched object for 2-3 minutes and then 
reported to the Missionary in charge. When he arrived the object 
had disappeared. 

The Mwadega people reportedly sighted a similar object 
at the same time and in the same direction. 



Bwaruada Mission informed me that recently they 
had been speaking to Mrs. D. Miller of Nivani Plantation 
and that she had said that she saw such an object at Nivani 
as described overleaf for the 12th of July sighting and 
that it made a definite noise. 

I have checked all possible sources and I have 
not located anybody who saw one of these objects on the 
17th, 18th and 19th of this month. 

The information overleaf was not transmitted by 
radio upon receipt of information due to the time lapse 
between sighting and receipt of information. 

Please ask the District Commissioner if he 
requires such information to be transmitted by radio even 
though considerable time may have passed between sighting 
and my receipt of information.

A summary of an address given by Mr B.G. Roberts of the Operational 
Research Office, Department of Air, CANBERRA 
to the Ballarat Astronomical Society at BALLARAT, 

February, 1965 



The Term UFO and Some Objections to it 






1, Unfortunately the term "unidentified flying object", or UFO for short, 

because of its widespread and indiscriminate use is generally regarded as just 
another word for "flying saucer". This is a rather ironic situation since the 
term was originally introduced to combat just such an eventuality, and so over- 
come the tendency automatically and haphazardly to relegate all unidentified 
sightings to the category of "flying saucers". 



2. Even the term "unidentified flying object" is somewhat of a misnomer, 
and this probably is the underlying reason for its indiscriminate use. We 
believe it to be a misnomer on a number of counts. Firstly many sightings are 
not of material objects but of what the observer, in all good faith, believes to 
be material objects. Freak weather conditions, electrical storms and unusual 
light conditions can give rise to misleading impressions, especially when the 
observer is unused to them and the time of viewing is short. The eye is not 
alone in this respect. For instance Radar is far from infallible. Radar 
echoes from dense clouds and pockets of air are quite common and can give the 
erroneous impression that some material object has been detected. 

3. Secondly it is our experience that, except in sightings of aircraft, 
the process of flying is rarely involved. Many sittings are of the planets or 
of meteors entering the earth’s atmosphere, and, in one case, we received an 
excellent report from some 17 separate observers in the Central NORTHERN TERRITORY 
of the re-entry of the Russian Satellite Cosmos II into the earth’s atmosphere. 

4. One might even go a 3tage further and challenge the word "unidentified" 
on the grounds that the classification is a purely tentative one, since inform- 
ation not available to the observer generally provides an adequate identification 
of the sighting subsequently. It is our experience that more than <)Qf?o of all 
well reported sightings can be identified satisfactorily. The rest cannot be 
identified specifically, mainly because the observer's report of the sighting 
does not contain sufficient information to provide an identification, or in cases 
where it is considered that father investigation is unwarranted. An example 

of the latter is illustrated by the case of a woman who wrote in 1964 , after 
rea’ing a newspaper report of a UFO sighting, to tell us of sounds she had heard 
one night more than twelve months previously; she did not know what date it was 
she had heard the noises and, as she was too frightened to get out of bed, she 
did not see what was naking the noise. Could the "object" be identified? 

Naturally it could not bo. 



5* Although it is difficult to conjure up a name which adequately 

describes these sightings I think a more appropriate term than "unidentified 
flying objects" would be "unidentified aerial sightings" - the sightings being 
"unidentified" only insofar as the observer i3 concerned. It could be defined 
as an observation which remains unexplained to the viewer at least long enough 
for him to report it. Although the tern may still be inadequate in some 
respects I think it removes some of the misleading inferences which were apparent 
previously when using the term "unidentified flying object". 

Assessment of Aorial Sightings 

6. The assessment of reports of unidentified aerial sightings in 

AUSTRALIA and the TERRITORIES is the responsibility of the Department of Air 
at CANBERRA. There is no hidden implication in this allocation of responsibility. 
The Department is simply the most appropriate authority for the task, which is 
performed to determine whether or not a threat to the security of the nation 
is involved. 

2 /.. • 
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7 . Much effort and time is devoted each year to the assessment of aerial 
sightings. Reports have been received from as far south as TASMANIA and as fer 
north as NEW GUINEA. Immediately following a report the observer is usually 
contacted and requested to complete a detailed pro-forma covering all aspects of 
the sighting. If there is no imme: iate and obvious explanation for the sighting 
the observer nay then be interviewed by a member of the RAAF so that his 
creditability may be assessed and in order to obtain useful additional inform- 
ation. The Department of Civil Aviation may then be contacted concerning civil 
aircraft movements in the area, while military aircraft movements and weather 
balloon flights are also checked, in case they nay have been responsible for the 
sighting. Satellites are also responsible for a number of reports, basically 
because of public interest in satellites and the increasing number put into our 
skies. The movements of satellites and satellite debris are checked through 
the Department of Supply, which tabulates data on all satellites, regardless of 
country of origin. Because of the steadily increasing amount of traffic in our 
skies, and in space for that natter, (more than $00 pieces of satellite hard- 
ware are orbiting the earth at this minute), the task of identifying aerial 
sightings i 3 assuming substantial proportions. The Department of Air cannot be 
expected to issue an immediate explanation far sightings publicised in the press 
until all the information has been obtained and assessed. Consequently, some 
day3 will have elapsed before it 3 publication could be expected and, then, only 
if it is deemed necessary. 

8 . Reporting Procedure . The procedure to be adopted when reporting an 

unidentified aerial sighting is to write a letter to the nearest RAAF base or, 

alternatively, to the nearest police station giving your name and address and as 
much of the following information as you may be able to recall :- 

(a) Date and time of the sighting} 

(b) Length of time sighting under observation; 

(c) Where the sighting took place; 

(d) Position of the sighting when first observed (e.g. , overhead, 
coming from behind a hill, over the horizon etc.); 

(e) What was it that attracted your attention; (e.g. light, noise); 

(f) Did the sighting appear to be a light or a solid object; 

(g) What was its colour; 

(h) What was its apparent shape; 

(j) If more than one sighting was concurrently observed, how many 
were there and what was their formation; 

(k) Was any detail of the structure of the sighting observed; 

(l) Was any method of propulsion obvious; 

(m) Was there any sound (description, if any); and, 

(n) Your estimate of the object’s height, speed and direction of 
flight. 

9. Now this last item is very important and I would venture to say that 
unless you have some experience in estimating height and speed your impression 
of any object's height, speed and direction of flight could be completely 
erroneous. Why this is so becomes clear when one realises that any estim- 
ation of speed requires that we have some idea of an object's height and this, 
in turn, requires that we have some idea of the true size of the object. 

10. If a sighting appears as a light or is so far away that we cannot 
discern any detail about it other than that it appears to be an object, then 

we have nothing against which to compare its size. Consequently our estimation 
of its size and our impression of its height and speed are likely to be in error. 
For example, an aircraft flying overhead at 300 mph at a height of 5,000 ft.

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could easily give an observer the erroneous impression that he had sighted 
an object flying at 3t000 m.p.h.,if ho thought that the height was about 
50,000 ft. Thistledown, le33 than one inch in diameter, which are blown up 
tc 100 ft or so by the wind during our summer months, can appear as objects 
flying very high at fantastic speeds and capable of the moot amazing man- 
oeuvres, simply because their size is a matter of conjecture at the tine. 
Similarly an aircraft flying directly away from the observer, particularly 
at night , could appear as a slowly descending or hovering object. 

11. Since the size of the sighting, the direction of its flight and 
its distance from us is normally impossible to estimate accurately, it is 
better to make an estimate of the sitting’s initial angle of elevations 
above the horizon, the angle through which it subsequently may appear to 
move and the time taken to do so. 

The Identification of Aerial Sightings 

12. Identified Sightings . With the information available from the 

aerial sighting rejjort, an attempt is made to identify the sighting. In 9 
out of 10 well reported cases this is usually possible. far the greatest 

number of sightings have been attributed to astronomical phenomena, such as 
falling meteors or the view of a particular planet (such as Venus, Jupitor 

or Mars) which nay have appeared unusual to the observer. Aircraft are 

responsible for the next highest percentage of sightings, while a variety of 
other causes, such as rockets of the firecrackers variety, weather balloons, 
satellite material and so on, combine to form the remainder. It is 
significant to note that our records show, both in 1963 and again in 1964* 
that the months during which the greatest number of aerial sightings were 

reported were also the months of greatest, meteor activity. The months of 

July and August consistently bring in more sightings than any d>th6r 

month of the year. 

13. Unidentified Sightings . The number of sightings which the Depart- 

ment is unable to identify from the information available has remained 
fairly consistently at around about two a year. Indeed, given sufficient 
time and effort, the number of unidentified sighting3 probably could be 
reduced further. One has to assess, however, whether the required 
additional tine and effort is warranted. The Department of Air believes 
that there is, and always will be, a small number of sightings (due to high 
altitude phenomena, which arc strange to the untrained eye) for which the 
available information will never be sufficient to enable an identification 
to be made. In ether words it is just not possible to achieve a 100$ 
record of successful identification. The ideal can be approached but not 
achieved, simply because the inaccuracies inherent in this type of work 
militate against its achievement. So much for experience in AUSTRALIA; 
what of the experience of overseas Air Forces such as for instance the USAF. 

14- Experience in USA . Experience in the UNITED STATES run3 

parallel to our own. The Americans however handle many more reported 
sightings than we do, averaging from 400 to 600 each year. The analysis 
of all reported sightings in the USA has been the responsibility of the 
USAF Air Technical Intelligence Centre since investigations started in 1947* 
Since that time they have investigated some 9,000 reports. 

15. In their effort to identify reported aerial sightings the 

Americans use automatic sorting and computing techniques, because these 
methods provide the best way to handle such great amounts of data. The 
written reports are reduced to I3M punch-card abstracts by means of 
logically developed forms and standardised evaluation procedures. The 
evaluation of the reports, a crucial step in the preparation of the data 
for statistical treatment, consists of an appraisal of the reports, the 
subsequent classifcation of the sighting, with the emphasis on complete 
consistency and objectivity. This consistency and objectivity can be 
maintained right through the analysis since the computer i3 a machine and 
not a man.

19* The effect of the new reporting and investigating procedures 

has continued to be marked, reducing the percentage of those unidentified 
to 1.6$ and, on one occasion, to as low as 0.7$. The Americans, in 
fact, believe the percentage can be reduced even further. 

20. Experience in UK . In the UNITED KINGDOM a somewhat similar 
picture presents itself. There, all reports of unidentified aerial 
sightings are processed through Defence Ministry Air Intelligence, and 
an average of 9 out of 10 sightings have been identified. Astronomical 
phenomena and aircraft are once again the main reasons for sightings. 

The Defence Ministry is confident that with more reliable information 
and improved reporting procedures, the number unidentified could be 
substantially reduced. The Ministry shares the opinion with the Americans 
that the impossibility of devoting core time and money is the main 
factor preventing the achievement of a rational identification for every 
report. 

Conclusions 

21 . I would like to repeat the main points I have made as I think 
they are important. Reports of unidentified aerial sightings have been 
assessed by the Department of Air for the past ten years or so. Nearly 
all of these sightings have been identified as either astronomical 
phenomena, aircraft, fireworks, balloons or satellite material re-enter- 
ing the earth's atmosphere. Astronomical phenomena is responsible for 
the greatest number of 3 ightings and it is significant that there is 

a noticeable relationship between the tine of year when the greatest 
number of sightings are reported and the tine when the greatest meteor 
activity is experienced. There tend3 to be an increase of reported 
sightings each year around about the main meteor stream dates, which 
it is hard to believe is purely coincidental, and conversely there are 
few reports during the principal gap3 between dates of meteor activity. 
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22. Both in the UK and USA, anal;/3oa of reported sightings have resulted 
in similar conclusions to our ovm. In :nc UNITED STATES, whore some $,000 
sightings have been investigated over the part lb years, scientific methods 

of data reduction .ave consistently demonstrated that there- -are no significant 
similarities between si gat in s ahich have not been identified. In fact 
improved reporting and ovale at lug procedures have markedly reduced the number 
of sightings falling into the "unidentified" category. Only the impossibility 
of providing an intensive effort and immense expenoe prohibits the expectation 
of a complete reduction of sightings, which currently remain unidentified and 
which now stands at around 2-3$. 

23. The number of unidentified sightings each year in AUSTRALIA does 
not warrant such great effort ox* expanse. Only where there is evidence that 
a threat to the security of the nation is involved (e.g. the possibility of 
foreign aircraft infringing our air space) would this attitude be reversed. 

The Department of Air believes that there always will be aerial sightings of 
high altitude phenomena which are strange to the untrained eye and that of 
these some will not be identified. 

24 . Finally, I would like to make it clear that the Department of Air 
never has denied the possibility that some form of life may exist on other 
planets in the universe. Just as we on earth are at the brink of our entry 
into space, it is not impossible that somewhere el3e in the universe (if 
intelligent life does exist out there) , others have or are about to do the 
same. However, the Department has, so far, neither received nor discovered 
in AUSTRALIA any evidence to support the belief that the earth is being 
observed, visited or threatened by machines from other planets. Further- 
more, there are no documents, files or dossiers held by the Department which 
prove the existence of "flying saucers". 

25. For reasons already given, the Department will continue to assess 
all unidentified aerial 3ightings reported in AUSTRALIA and the TERRITORIES, 
and will continue to liaise with the UNITED STATES and UNITED KINGDOM on this 
matter. 

26 . Meanwhile and in conclusion, I have been asked to take this 
opportunity of expressing appreciation, on behalf of the Department of Air, 
to all those people who have taken the trouble to send reports to us. We 
believe they illustrate, quite conclusively, the alert and watchful attitude 
of the Australian public and that they demonstrate the high sense of civic 
responsibility which exists in our country.

STATEMENT BY THE HONOURABLE PETER KOWSON. MP. I.IINI3TER FOR AIR 
RAAF REPORT ON SIGHTING OF FLYING OBJECT 

The RAAF today released the following information on the reported 
sighting of a flying object in the Canberra area on 15 th July last. 

The sighting was made by a number of people, including Department 
of Civil Aviation officials, who were on duty at RAAF Base, Fairbaim. 

The RAAF said that while the sighting could not positively be 
identified, its investigators believed there were several possible explan- 
ations. 

Firstly, the sighting could have been caused by the non-persistent 
condensation trail of a high-flying jet aircraft. 

Alternatively, the sighting oould have been caused by the planet 
Venus which is clearly visible during the day under some conditions and 
whose position approximated the direction of the sighting at the time. 

A third possible explanation offered was that the sighting could 
have been caused by a high altitude radar reflecting meteorological balloon 
used in wind forecasting and prediction. 

Tiese balloons which are hydrogen filled, are sent to a high 
altitude and are clearly visible from long distances, due to the reflecting 
sunlight . 

Furthermore, due to the varying moisture content in the air close 
to the ground, they often appear very furry, or have a "halo-like" appearance 
giving a very distorted effect. They may also change colour. These 
balloons are in use by the meteorological authorities in the general area 
and a number are periodically released from Wagga NSW. On occasions under 
the influence of strong winds, they have been known to travel considerable 
distances. 

The visibility at the time of the reported sighting was extremely 
clear, with no cloud and the fact that the phenomena suddenly disappeared, 
could be explained by the fact that these meteorological balloons normally 
burst at varying altitudes. 

The RAAF said that as announced previously the service receives 
a considerable number of reports of unidentified objects from all sections 
of the community and all these reports are investigated. 

On many occasions they have turned out to be weather ballcrce 
high-flying aircraft, satellites, stars and meteors to mention a few, and over 
the last few years, only three or four per-cent of sightings could not be 
satisfactorily explained.

GENERAL 

1. At 22091 8Z, whilst flying ia CESSNA A98 - 144 en route from 
AHBZRLEY to DALBY at Plight Level 65, an unusual light was observed by 
myself and ray student 2Lt V. T. SALMON, 

DESCRIPTION 

2, At the tine of the first sighting, my aircraft was on a magnetic 
heading of 2? 3° at PL 65 and approx 15 miles EAST of DALBY, The light ‘was 
observed in a position approximately 10-15 miles NORTH of DALBY, being 
slightly to the right of my track at that time, and appeared to be in a 
stationary position slightly above the ill-defined horizon. 

3, As I then believed it to be the navigation light of another 
aircraft, I drew SALMON'S attention to the light and we both observed 
it to change colour from RED through WHITE then GREEN to RED again in a 
continuing cycle, without noticeably changing its original position. I 
noted the time as being 220918Z and called BRISBANE AERADIO on frequency 
120.7 mcs to ask if there was any other known air traffic in the DALBY 
area at that time. BRISBANE replied to the negative and communication 

on both VHP and HP lost before details of the sighting could be passed* 

4. The light remained in sight for a further ten minutes as we 
continued on our original heading, but gradually lessened in intensity, 
giving me the IMPRESSION that the object displaying the light was i- 

(a) Airborne 

(b) Plying on a similar heading to our own - 273 °M - (as 
there was no noticeable lateral or vertical displacement 
of the light throughout the observed period) 

(c) Travelling at a faster speed than our 0 v/n aircraft 
(TAS approx 105 kts) 

5* Contact with the light was eventually lost at approximately 

220928Z, my aircraft at that stage being overhead the Broadcasting 
Station at DALBY and the light having faded into the distance on the 
Western horizon, still, on last sighting, changing colour in the sequence 
already noted. 

6* Despite continual attempts to make radio contact with BRISBANE 

on 120*7 mcs in 5499 Res and AMBZRLEY on 1 35 • 9 mcs, it was not possible to 
pas3 information on this sighting until approximately 220945Z when contact 
was again made with BRISBANE AERADIO on 120*7 mcs, 

CONCLUSION 

7* Subsequent questioning of other Squadron pilots more familiar with 

this area than myself failed to reveal the presence of any beacons mounted 
on TV masts, etc., in the area. In any case 3uch explanation of the ligjit 
is unacceptable in terms of the diminishing intensity as we approached its 
source, and its apparent elevation when first sighted. Secondly, I am re- 
luctant to consider the light as some phenomena associated with the "heavenly 
bodies" due to its initial brightness and final obscurity. Finally, it i3 
noted that this is the first time that I have ever noted such sin occurance 
in nearly 1800 hrs of flying time spanning the la3t eight years.

Object was first sighted by my instructor Cs.pt 3. J. O’NSILL 
while we were flying from AMBSRLEY to DALBY on the first leg of a 
night navigation exercise. 

We were flying at flight level 65 on a heading of 273° Magnetic. 

The object appeared to be a flashing red, white and green 
light much the same as the rotating beacon on a SIOUX helicopter. It 
appeared to be at about the same level as ourselves. 

Capt O'lTiCILL contacted BRISBANE AIR RADIO and enquired as to 
whether there was any other traffic in the vicinity at that time. '.Then 
BRISBANE AIR RADIO replied their answer was that there was no known 
traffic in the area. 

In the meantime t.V- light appeared to be moving away from 
us on approx, the same handing and finally disappeared at 220928Z.

UNIDENTIFIED FLYING OBJECT SIGHTED. 



On Tuesday 25 th May 1965 at about 8 P.M. in the evening 
I was relaxing after dinner when I noticed a flash of light in a 
South Westerly direction. The light was blue in colour and appeared 
unusual. I investigated to see what had caused the flash thinking 
it may have been the house girl in the spare room with a torch. 

This was not the case and put it down to lighting. However it was 
repeated a few moments later and I saw that it came from outside. 

When I went out I saw a light at what I estimated to be between 5 ,000 
and 8,000 feet above sea level over Karogorea Bay. The light appeared 
to me to be yellow green in colour (I have a colour - red green - 
complex). My wife said when she saw it that it was changing from red 
to green which would explain my difficulty in identifying the true 
colour. 



We watched the U.F.O. and it appeared to be wavering 
back and forth and moving up and down slightly. The appearance 
was one of a hovering light. We watched it for about ^ an hour 
(Between 2000 and 2030 hrs.). The light given off from the U.F.O. 
was sufficient to light up the beach as a new or 1st quarter moon 
would. I attempted to take two photographs of it by time exposure 
and these may give some idea as to what it was. 

Eventually the object dropped slightly then rose and 
disappeared in what we took to be a westerly direction. 

The night was overcast to some extent in that area 
and now stars were showing - this appeared to be below the cloud 
layer. To the South at Karogorea village it was raining. No 
other people apparently saw this as I made enquiries with a negative 
result. The native house girl also witnessed the proceedings. 

I would not like to make any suggestions as to what 
it was as it was nothing like I have seen before.

1. The following information was received from a Mr Neil son whose address 
is C/- Surf Life Saving Association, Box 15&5 GBO BRISBANE QLD. 

2. When travelling by car from MT ISA to DARWIN, in the vicinity of 
ELLIOT, on Monday 5th July 1965 he saw an object in the sky at 1930 hours. 

Mr Neilson described the object as a bright white light in the sky which was 
visible until he lost it in clouds at approximately 1958 hours.

Further to remarks in these letters, I have more 
sightings to report for your information. These are all 
personally vouched for and have independent witnesses. 

1. Monday 22nd. Object sighted 9.20 pm. Moved 
from WSW to zenith in jerky movements, paused at the zenith 
then moved in a NNE direction, and blacked out approx. 15 
degrees from horizon. 

2 . Tuesday 23rd. First sighted at zenith about 75° 
above southern horizon, it moved in 3 minutes from there 

t 0 a position in NW about 60° above hori 3 on, then moved in 
an easterly direction until obscured by cloud. No cloud 
elsewhere, sighted at 10.05 pm. 

3 . Thursday 25th. 7.30 pm. Cloudless s.ky. 

Object rose about WSW, moved in a continuous straight 
orbital line to a position approx. 35° above the eastern 
horizon. There it stopped dead, and remained in that 
position for 6 m. 35 sec. and then resumed its journey. 

4 . Sunday 28th. 8.45 pm. Seen following the 

course described for Tuesday, except that it was first picked 
up in the NW position referred to, and I have no knowledge 

of its prior position. 

In addition to the occasions mentioned above, 
there are three viewings I have made myself, and a large 
number brought to me at the school which I have not included 
as information is not definite enough, and too many details 
are lacking.

UNIDEITIFIED FLYING OBJECT REPORT. KAVIENG. 



An unidentified flying object was sighted in the Kavieng area at 
approximately 1845 EST on 12/S/64. 



The manager of New Guinea Company telephoned the Officer in Charge of 
this station at approximately 1840 and advised of a white light moving across the 
sky in the vicinity of the ^avieng Harbour. 



At 1843, the Officer in Charge, along with other responsible citizens 
observed a white light moving across the sky from 1843 until it disappeared due 
to distance at 1851. 



The observers were facing in a Westerly direction and the object was 
proceeding on a South to North track,- running parallel with the Kavieng foreshore. 



The appearance of the object was similar to a bright star. It was 
a white light, but due to darkness, no visible means of support were evident. A white 
light was the only object sighted. Conditions at the time were a fine and cloar 
starry night. 



Tlie height and speed of the moving object wes difficult to ascertain 
but could be compared favourably with an aircraft of the 350 type, cruising at 
15000 to 25000 feet. The apparent nearness and the angle of sighting would tend to 
substantiate this. The angle of sighting was approximately 50/60 degrees from tho 
horizon. 



The reference to an aircraft is only a hazarded guess as the object 
could have been much higher, in which case it would naturally have been travelling at 
a much greater speed 



All that can be stated as definite fact is that a bright, white light 
was sighted at an angle of 50/60 degrees over the ^avieng Harbour area, travelling 
in a South to North direction from approximately 1840 until 1851 EST on 12/8/64.

/ Mr. BENSON. — My question to the 
Minister for Air relates to the state of our 
radar readiness. Has the Minister seen recent 
reports in the Press that radar units in our 
northern area go out of operation during 

* weekends? Are these reports correct? If they 
are, will the Minister take steps to ensure 
that a constant watch is kept? 

Mr. IIOWSON. — Yes, I have seen those 
reports. As a rule, the radar stations in the 
north are not manned continuously, but k is 
not correct that they are manned only in 
normal working hours. At the moment we 
do not consider that the dangers to our 
north are such that we need to keep a con- 
stant watch. I suppose the honorable mem- 
ber would want a string of radar stations 
all the way from Carnarvon to Cape York, 
and fighter squadrons located all over our 
northern area.

2. The Rev ALCORN and the Rev, FORREST were standing on the 
tarmac at LONGREACH airfield on the 23rd July 1964 with Mr IRELAND 
who was handling Mr ALCORN'S luggage. Mr LANHAM and his three 
passengers taxied to the tarmac in a light aircraft at about 1245 
hours and switched the engine off. All seven observers were then 
grouped together und the sound of a high flying jet aircraft was 
heard. This aircraft wu3 a DC 8 at flight level 330 that reported 
overhead at 1247 hours. All members looked up and someone said 
"there it is, and there's another and another". Some counted six 
objects and more in the sky which was cloudless. The objects were ’ 
uniform in size and appeared to be white or silvery. They were 
flying on a straight path in a Westerley direction and in loose 
formation and some were moving laterally within the formation, 
causing someone to cry "look, one's turning". Messrs LANHAM and 
FORREST noticed wings that may have been swept -baok, but further 
details were not distinguishable. The formation disappeared out 

of sight over LONGREACH township after an elapsed time of somewhere 
between one and three 0 minute8. and the change in elevation was 
from approx 70° to 50 i.e. 20°. 

3. Mr LANHAM did not watch the objects disappear from sight 
bat counted 3ome and then rushed into the aeradio office to make 
enouiries and did not see the objects again. He may or may not 
have noticed lateral movement within the formation. He described 
the objects as moving very high and very fast, estimating the 
speed to be double that of a Boeing 707 and the relative size of 
the objects to be about half that of a 707.

4. The Rev FORREST and Mr IRELAND were interviewed at 

LONGREACH airport and were able to indicate where the party had 
stood and the position of the objects. Mr IRELAND stated that he 
noticed one object only and oould not supply any further details. 

The Rev ALCORN had departed for BRISBANE and was not interviewed. 

Mr FORREST recalled that two or possibly three of the objects 
weaved baok and forth and thut they had swept-back or delta wings 
(when shown silhouettes). He admitted thut he did not have the 
experience to accurately us'ess heights and speeds but he did not 
doubt Mr LANHAM 's estimations. 

5» Mr LANHAM and his passengers Messrs GOJLD, NEWMAN and 

BAILEY were interviewed at M¥ ISA airfield. Mr LANHAM had cancelled 
a oharter trip in order to be available for interview. He stated 
he hud logged between 7000 and 8000 hours and had been in the R/\AF 
for five years and had been in the air charter business since the 
war. He was wearing spectacles when introduced. He estimated that 
the height of the objects would have been at least 40,000 feet after 
he had been told that the DC 8 had been flying at 33,000 feet 
although he had not sighted that aircraft. He estimated the size 
of the objects in comparison with the memory of the 707s size as 
it frequently passes overhead. Mr NEWMAN mentioned in private that 
he thought Mr LANHAM had a tendency to"romant iclse" but he would not 
doubt his report. Mr LANHaM is well known by the other six observers 
and as they respect his opinions on aviation matters, they all agreed 
the objects were aircraft flying fast and high, and could not have 
been birds.

at Kalgoorlie. 



"Following received from Balladonia Motel today. Three 
weeks ago a hot night at approximately 9*30 pm a light with the appearance 
of a burning tree trunk was noticed at an angle of 45 degrees and southeast 
of the Motel. Last Monday week one large and one small light appeared 
at approximately same time and place appeared to sink to ground and then 
rose again and disappeared. Sunday night and last night same lights 
appeared they appeared to move in the direction of Esperance. These last 
sightings were confirmed by Rabbit Trappers who were $0 miles further 
out. The Motel Prop, would like any information possible on this phenomenon." 

Advice has been furnished to Kalgoorlie that there was no 
information available to identify the sighting report, but it would be 
forwarded to the appropriate authority, who would advise Ealladonia in due 
course. 



There is no astronomical explanation for this sighting, nor 
would it have been a satellite. 

It could possibly be a reflection of car lights on a slope 
being focused on a cloud, similar to a cloud search light, but in view 
of the fact that two sightings ware made from distances fifty miles apart, 
it seems difficult to believe that a light spot on a cloud would be 
sufficiently intense t 0 be seen at such distances. There have been bush 
fires in this aroa, but again it is unlikely that a single light would be 
seen, but if there was any visible effect at the distances said, it would 
be more likely a reflected glow from the sky. 

This leaves only the possibility of Aircraft operating in the 

area.

REPORT ON STRANGE PHENOMENA SEEN AT SEA ON THURSDAY 23rd. JANUARY 1964, BETWEEN 
OlJjhrs & 0245 Hrs BETWEEN CAPE GREY AND N.E. POINT OF GR00T5 3YLANDT, BY J. JOHNSON 

C.J, WOOIER A. A. SCOTT HENRY BAK AND J.R. DAVIES, 

J. Johnson was on wheel house watch, C. Wooler was on engine room watch, At 2100 hrs 
J, Davies reported when changing watch that he found difficulty in steering a straight 
course by the compass. A. Scott took the wheel and found the compass was unsteady, 
however, he passed it off as he being overtired and steered by the stars. At 2400 
hrs, J, Johnson relieved A, Scott, At approx, 0045 bus the compass swung 90°off 
course. At the time J. Johnston was steering by a star. The compass swing became 
greater. At approx 0140 hrs, J. Johnson sighted a light extending right across 

the bow on the horizon. He handed the wheel over to C. Wooler and went to Monkey Island 
to have a better look. He came down to the wheel house and told G, Wooler to have a 

look. C. V/ooler turned out the compass light and saw a glow on the horizon. Both J. 

Johnson and C, Wooler could see under and over the light patch, C. Wooler turned on 
the compass light and found the vessel approx 60° off course. The compass went * Haywire 
As soon as he hod corrected the vessel as best he could, he switched off the compass 
light and "ound the un-natural light was about 6Ft on the Starboard side. The light 
was in the water. It was described as a ghostly white light, in the centre was a 
shadow which rotated in a clockwise direction causing the light to pulsate. The 
light appeared to draw away to the stern. It is estimated that it was miles across 
and afew hundred yards through. J, Johnson saw another light patch coming. He 

immediately woke A. Scott. The light was coming straight at the barge at a consid er- 

able speed. Henry Bak was woken up. J. Johnson was steering by compass. As the light, 
which was pulsating, came close, the barge swung away to Starboard through 90°. J. 

Davies was then woken up. The light on the water passed about 100 yds to port. As the 
barge began to return to course, another light was seen coming at the barge at an 
angle of about 45° which the Bow. It came to whithin inches of the starboard side 
and appeared to rebound at 45° with the stern and moved away. It disappeared in a 
few seconds. The second light appeared to be about 400 yds long by 100 yds wide, 
and the third light slightly smaller. Three more patches appeared on our starboard 
side and passed in a few seconds. These patches were quite small. The light passed 
at approx. 0230 hrs. Faint glows were seen on the horizon until 0245 hours. At 
approx 030 the compass settled down and we had no further trouble. 

All lights were the same colour, with this strange rotating shadow, causing 
the lights to pulsate. The pulsations timed at 12 for 9 seconds, then completely 
irregular, then settled down to 12 for 9 seconds. 

The compass swung out of control, but became worse as the light approached. 
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All members of the crew who were off duty were sleeping on deck. 

The moon had set and the sky was scattered with light clouds. 

A thunderstorm was over the horizon to the North East and a squall on the 
horizon to the South West. 

Course steered 205° true.

1. There are two major meteor showers in the period during which these 
sightings have occurred. I enclose copies of pages from Meteor Astronomy, 
by A.C.B. Lovell, Oxford, 1954, with details of the 6-Aquarids and the 
Perseids. As will be seen from the graphs of hourly rate, objects from 
both showers may be expected on the night of August 8. Precise observations 
of the point of origin in the sky of the meteors, called the radiant, 
would be needed to distinguish members of the two different swarms, one 

of which, as the name indicates, comes from a point in the constellation 
Aquarius, and the other from a point in Perseus. In addition to the 
shower meteors of known orbit, random or sporadic meteors may fall at any 
time. 

2. The descriptions given are consistent with the appearance of bright 
meteors. 

3. The reports of "swishing" noises are not unusual in connection with 
meteor observations. They are often reported by untrained observers, but 
are believed to be entirely subjective by astronomers. As the mean height 
for visible meteors is some 80 kilometres, no sound could propagate to 
the ground during the few seconds of visibility, with the exception of 

the usual explosion-like shock wave from large bodies which penetrate close 
to the Earth* 8 surface at hypersonic speed. In meteor terms, a "large" 
body is the size of a small pebble.

THE MAJOR METEOR SHOWERS— II 

THE PERMANENT STREAMS OF JULY AND AUGUST 

After the ij-Aquarid shower in early May, the night-time activity 
remains very low until late July, the major events hying concentrated 
in the day-time sky (Chapter XVHI). The period of late July and 
August is, however, one of the richest of the whole year, and contains 
two major showers (the 8-Aquarids and the Pereeids) and a large number 
of streams of a minor character, some of which — such as the a-Capricor- 
nids, Cygnids, and Lacertids — are the best known and the most active 
of the minor streams. 

I. The S-Aquarid shower 

(а) History 

The 8-Aquarids attain a maximum ab out July 2 8. The shower has a 
low declination and is most readily observed in the southern hemisphere — 
it is, in fact, perhaps the most prominent of the showers visible in the 
southern hemisphere. In his records of ancient showers, Newtont lists 
two (a.d. 784 July 14 and a.d. 714 July 19) whioh correspond to the 
epoch of the 8-Aquarids (1850 July 29 and I860 August 2 respectively) 
and which Olivier J considers to be notable past occurrences of this 
shower. Apart from this, there are no records of unusual occurrences of 
the shower during the period of its observation by trained observers 
since the second half of the nineteenth century. 

(б) Activity 

Plots of the hourly rate of the shower according to observations made 
by Denning§ in the northern hemisphere between 1869 and 1898, and by 
McIntosh|| in New Zealand between 1926 and 1933 are shown in Fig. 133. 
Both sets of observations agree in showing a rather rapid rise to maxi- 
mum on July 28 followed by a slow decrease. Information on the shower 
has also been given by Hoffmeister.tt who, whilst agreeing with the 
general trend of the activity as shown in Fig. 133, places the maximum 
at © = 130° (August 3). In the accompanying diagram, ++ however, t|ie

As regards the hourly rate given by the radio-echo observations, owing 
to the low declination of the radiant it was not possible to separate the 
8-Aquarid stream from the appreciable sporadic background rate. Hence 
these figures include both the sporadic and 8-Aquarid rates, and arc to 
be compared with the total rates given by McIntosh, $ at the maximum, 
of 34 per hour. Lindblad$ has published details of some radio-echo 
observations of the 8-Aquaiid shower made in 1950. He interprets 
the results as indicating a maximum on July 28-29 in agreement with the 
visual results, but he also finds evidence that a large number of very 
faint 8-Aquar ds crossed the earth's orbit 3*5 days before the main 
stream. Lindblad attributes this separation to the Poynting-Robertson 
effect (see Chap.

•'Meteors or Martians? Mysterious Lights Startled Darwin* Mysterious 
lights and an object in the sky startled dozens of Darwin people on 
Thursday night. 

Sightings were made between 8.15 and 8*45 pro* People told of seeing 
'reddish* or 'greenish' lights and a 'silvery object' which went overhead 
with a swishing noise. The RAAF said the lights were a 'metior shower'. 

But in Hobart convenor of the Unidentified Plying Objects Panel (Dr G.R. 
BRESICHURS'f) said *'.7e are not satisfied with the official explanation. 

We think there is more to it than a meteorite shower and we are studying 
reports from our Darwin observers' . "There is more in this than meets 
the eye. Similar sightings have been made recently in other parts of 
the world. All refer to the 'swishing Boise'. 

Reports poured into the hews Office, the RAAF and the Meteorological 
Bureau on Thursday night and yesterday morning of the sightings of the 
lights in the sky over the lights in the sky afield. 

One of the first reports came from a group of six people sitting on the 
verandah of the Darwin Golf Club, They were Mr and Mrs Eric Ford and 
Messrs Lionel Dennis, Ron Snowdon, Tom Wise and Wally Dalton. 

Over Harbour. About 8.15pm they saw a bright light crossing thesky 
from the general direction of <est Point towards Fannie Bay beach. It 
remained visible for about ten or twelve seconds and was at a height 
of about twenty degrees from the horizon. Mrs Ford said that it looked 
like a comet but was reddish in colour, it moved slowly and as it crossed 
the shoreline it idsappeared as if the light had gone out. 

At Douglas Street Fannie Bay about the same time, eight year old Rhonda 
Hann drew the attention of her mother and a friend to the object. They 
described it as a silvery-black, at first changing to orange red and then 
to a bright green. 

Sausage shape. It was at a height of about 40 degrees from the horizon 
and as it passed overhead they heard a loud swishing noise and the object 
disappeared. 

These people went to a nearby public telephone to report the sighting and 
and about 20 minutes later a neighbour, Mrs .Vise, whose husband has s en 
the object from the Golf Club saw a similar light but travelling in the 
opposite direction. 

She said that it was like two lights, one behind the other and shaped like 
a sausage. The lights glowed like oranges and disappeared behind a next 

door house.

From Hoonamah, Mr Snowy Best also reported a sighting and a swishing 
noise as the object went overhead. Other reports came ffom nurses 
at the hospital and from Arafura hostel. 

The RAAF received reports from Adelaide River and from Batchelor, some 
of them told of an explosion. A RAA.F spokesman said that similar 
sightings were reported in Darwin about this time last year and the 
Air Force had sent details of the reports south. In reply they received 
a note which referred to 'an annually recurring shower of meteorites'. 

The shower usually occurred about 29th July or a little later, and was 
sometimes followed one or two nightsl ater by another. 

It appeared as if these showers had been occurring each year since about 
1957* The report mentioned that the usual effect of the entry of a 
meteorite into the earths atmosphere was an explosion."

3. It will be noted tliat in the main diagrams made by observers 

are consistent. All observers seem to agree on the general shape, brilliance, 
size, troll effect, speed and apparent lov altitudes of the object. Many 
of the observers claim to hove made previous observations of satellite 
movements, 

3, A satellite has been moving S to HE over Darwin each evening 

between 1800 and 2200 hours since approximately 25th July, 1961, Many 
observers when questioned about the comparison between the phenomenon of the 
27th and the recurring satellite state categorically that there is no 
comparison in siae, height or brilliance. The recurrin satellite 1s described 
In Appendix *A" attached, 

5, As most observers report the object as moving from West to 

East it was Initially thought that the object must have been a sate Hit of 
conn id ruble size and brilliance with an orbit very close to the earth. Tills 
would explain the general *est-East movement as seen from Wy n d h aa , Darwin 
and as far South as Alice Springs, However, the obvious speed of the 
object and the tine variation between observeations make this answer unlikely.

Along with o tiier people in Tennant Creek, I observed the 
ac/vemeni of the brightly lit object travelling rapidly across the night 
sky. 



At approximately 7,54 p,m, last night, I left the h uso 
to attend a meeting at 8 pa. Almost at the instant of walking outs! da, I 
noticed a large brightly shining object rising rapidly over the signal 
station hill to the west of the town. This was in the vicinity of the 
Tennant Creek airport. At first I thought it was an aircraft with its 
landing ll hts turned on. But then I realised that there was no sound, and 
the speed too great. 

The object moved rapidly towards the east, following what would 
appear to be tie take-off path of the west to East runway at the airport, 
but the speed was £co great and the trajectory did not tally wi Ji the 
normal path of aircraft using the runway described. 

As the object approached, it appeared to be much more intense in 
its light glow, and interltteudtly, short trails of sparks appeared to follow 
behind it, Soon after reaching its zenith, its brillance began to fade 
rapidly. But dull intermittent s ark trails were noted at tills point. It 
faded completely in the vicinity of 1 O'clock high as indicated in attached 
diagrams. 



At the time of viewing, I was standing near the corner of the cal 
shed, and could make position comparisons in relation to that structure as it 
appeared against the sky line. The rising of the object could also be pAn 
polnte by the rock formations over which it came. 

Thus, today, I have taken approximate compass bearings, and 
estimated degrees of trajectory by use of a protractor. The noted bearings

Dear Sir, 

I would like to report an object seen last Sunday by 
6 people, and which is described as accurately as possible 
below. 



Time ; 12.55 p.m. Sunday, 7th April 1963. 

Location : Off Black Head beach/Halliday's Point, 

which is 9 miles north of Forster. 

The object was visible for approx. 10 seconds, and 
appeared as a long, slender, pencil shaped object, silvery 
white in colour. It seemed to be about 100 feet long, and 
the same distance above sea-level. The most remarkable feature 
was the complete lack of sound, and also that the fact that 
the object had no apparent wings. 

It wa3 J to 1 mile away from us and heading in a 
southerly direction. It was in straight and level flight and 
we estimate its speed at between 400 and 500 m.p.h. 

This object was sighted by 2 adults sitting on the beach, 
about 15 feet above sea-level and by 2 adults and 2 children 
who were in the surf approx 100 yards away, thus giving 2 groups 
of people sighting it from 2 slightly different angles.

1. Fit Lt N. HUDSON and Sqn Idr A.F. JAVES were 
detailed to investigate an un-id ent if ied flying object 
which was reported in daily papers on 16th February 1963. 

2. Contact was made with the observer (Mr C. BREW) 
and he was visited at his property on Monday 4th March I 963 . 
The location of the property is shown on the attached map. 

Description of Object Sighted 

3. The following is a description of the object 
by Mr C. BREW:- 

(a) At 0710 hours on Friday 15th February 
1963 whilst milking cows, he noticed 
an object descending from an easterly 
direction to about 75 ft (estimated 
against height of adjacent trees), 
hovered for a brief period of time 
and then accelerated away at high 
speed to the West. 

(b) The structure of the object appeared 
to be man-made. It was about 25 ft 

in diameter and about 9 ft high (sketch 
attached). The lower portion, about 
3 ft high, was rotating in an anti- 
clockwise direction and was of blue-ish 
appearance. The upper portion appeared 
to be stationary, battleship grey in 
colour with a transparent dome. Pro- 
truding out of this dome was something 
which resembled a broom handle. 

No figures were visible in the dome. 

Then Mr BREW stated "It looked like 
a flying merry-go-round"! '’There was 
a swishing and burbling-type sound". 

Personal Observations of Observer 

4. Manages property at WILLOW GROVE for Cr KIL- 
PATRICK. Aged about 50-60 years. Has been farmer all 
his life and has never served in the forces. Doesn't 
read books or write very much. Did not ascertain whether 
he reads comics. Watches television and films occasion- 
ally. Appears to be genuine because story continues to 
be repeated without any detectable variations. Property 
is some 1 ,500 acres and runs only 150 cows of which he 
milks 80-85 per day. He also stated that he is teetotal 
and does not suffer any abnormalties to his health. 

Meteorological Conditions 

5. Mr BREW stated that it was raining heavily and 
continuously with very low cloud and poor visibility. 

He did not observe any thunder or lightning. The wind 
was fresh and easterly in direction. 

6. The Meteorological Department provided the 
following Yallourn observer's report for 0900 on 15 Feb 63s 

(a) Wind direction - Westerly at 8 knots. 

(b) Visibility - 4 miles.

7. On 6th March, Dr BERSON and Mr CLARK were 

interviewed to see if clouds could give this type of 
phenomenon. They agreed that a tornado condition could 
give this effect. The direction of rotation of BREW's 
report of the object was consistent with known facts for 
the Southern Hemisphere. The blue-ish colouring has 
been reported previously and is probably due to electric 
discharge and there would be a smell of ozone. The only 
difference in BREW's report was that the object moved from 
East to West because all previous reports to the CSIRO 
Met Section of this nature have been from West to East. 

Mr BREW stated that the wind was fresh from an easterly 
direction. However, meteorological report states that 
wind was westerly at 8 knots. 

Aircraft Movements 



8. Enquiries have revealed that there were no 
Service or Civil aircraft authorised to operate in the area 
at the time. 

Conclusion 

9. There is little doubt that BREW did witness 
something, and it is most likely that it was a natural 
phenomenon. The phenomenon was probably a tornado. 

There was no reported damage along its path, therefore 
one could assume that it was weak in nature.
